There has been one case of Glanders in the horse, the horse 
being killed. The order of the State Board of Health to have all 
_school children vaccinated has been carried out; this matter, how- 
ever needs to be followed up until every scholar presents his 
Certificate of successful Vaccination to the teachers and his name 
enrolled as having been successfully vaccinated. I consider this 
a very important matter and would earnestly urge the Selectmen 
to see that it is thoroughly executed. |
